Room in Saloon With 
Hands Up When Shots 
Were Fired. 


Miss Edna Brooks, 30 years old, 
who testified yesterday in the Crim- 
inal Court of seeing Robert and 
Thomas Creed, brothers, kill Police- 
man George F. Geisler in a saloon at 


2100 Clark avenue last October, ad- 
mitted in her testimony at the trial 
of the Creeds for murder that she 
had perjured herself in her testimo- 
ny at the inquest and before the 
grand jury. 

“Why did you do that?” asked Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sidener. ‘‘To save the 
Creeds,” she answered. 

Miss Brooks testified yesterday 
| that on the day of the kill- 
jing she went automobile riding 
,; with the Creeds. They visited sev- 
|eral saloons. At the Clark avenue 
place the three stood at the bar and 
|had two drinks of whisky. After 
|about 20 minutes Geisler came in, 
|spoke to everybody and walked to 
ithe rear end of the bar. She heard 
one of the brothers say “Ther® is” 
somebody, but did not catch the 
name. The brothers went to where 
Geisler was standing and one stood 
on either side of him. They had 
some words and Geisler swung his 
club and struck Robert in the face. 
she said. Both then grabbed Geisler 
and rushed him into the rear room. 

Tried to Save Geisler. 

She followed and saw Geisler 
standing in the corner with his hands 
up. His sleeves were pushed up and 
his coat was open. Robert had a 
revolver, she said, and Thomas was 
fumbling at the policeman’s side as 
i'though crying to get his revolver. 
‘She threw hersclf between Geisler 
'and the Creeds and said: “Please, 
AS 
she spoke shots were fired and her

On cross-examination today Miss 
3rooks said there might have been a 
‘struggle before she entered the back 
room, but insisted that the police- 
,man had his hands up when she en- 
tered. 

The contradictory statements made 
by Miss Brooks to the police were 
read to the jury. The one in which 
she denied seeing the shooting was 
read by Attorney Thomas B. Harvey 
for the defense, and the other, which 
agreed with her testimony at the 
trial, was read by Sidener.

APPELLATE BENCH 


Succeeds Late George D. 
Reynolds Who Defeated 
City Counselor for the 


Nomination. 


Charles H. Daues, City Counselor 
of St. Louis, was appointed by Gov. 
Hyde as Judge of the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals this afternoon, to fill the 
vacancy created by the death of 
Judge George D. Reynolds. The ap- 
pointment holds until the State 
election of November, 1922, when a 
Judge will be elected for the remain- 
ing 10 years of the 12-year term for 
which Judge Reynolds was elected 
last fall. 

The appointment was announced 
by the Governor's office force, the 
Governor having left Jefferson City 
at noon for Kansas City. 

Daues ran against Judge Reynolds 
last August, in the Republican pri- 
mary, for the nomination for. the 
judgeship, but Judge Reynolds was 


nominated by the vote of the part

Washington Makes Clear Its 
Decision to Stand With 
Allies in Holding Germany 

_ Responsible for the War 
and Bound to Pay. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—The 


United States ‘‘strongly desires’ that 
there should be a resumption of ne- 
gotiations between Germany and the 
allies regarding reparations, Secre- 
tary Hughes says, in a note sent yes- 
terday to Berlin refusing the German 
request that President Harding me- 
diate in the controversy and fix the 
sum Germany must pay. 

The promptness with which Presi- 
dent Harding declined to undertake 
the role of mediator and umpire oc- 
easioned little surprise in Washing- 


ton and was received with satisfac- 
tion by the allied diplomats. The 
German note was taken to the Whit: 
House late yesterday by Secretary 
Hughes and the reply went forward 
a short time afterwards. It con- 
tained just 128 words. 

The United States is determined 
that Germany shall pay to the limit 
of her ability. This position has 
been repeatedly stated by officials of 
the Harding administration and was 
made perfectly clear in the Ameri- 
can reply to Germany’s first memo- 
randum to Washington on repara- 
tions, received last March 24. 


U. S. Stands With Allies. 


Secretary Hughes told Germany 
then frankly that the United States 
stood with the allies in holding Ger- 
many responsible for the war and 
therefore morally bound to make 
full restitution. Germany had admit- 
ted her liability and said that she 
would welcome an examination to 
determine how much she should pay. 

Germany’s appeal is regarded in 
official and diplomatic circles in 
Washington as a remarkable one. It 
is pointed out that it was directed to 
the head of a nation with which Ger- 
many still is technically at war and 
which has troops on its soil. Refer- 
ence to the state of war was made in 
the German communication, tne 
Chancellor and Foreign Minister de- 
claring that notwithstanding this 
they petitioned the President “in the 
name of the German Government 
and the German people,” with “the 
confident hope” that the appeal 
would be granted. 


Second Note to U. 8. 


This is the second communication 
Gealing with reparations addressed to 
the United States by the German 
Government and apparently it was 
not unexpected by administration of- 
ficials, as the reply went forward a 
few hours after it had been received 
at the State Department. The Ger- 
man memorandum was handed to 
Commissioner Dresel Wednesday 
and reached Washington yesterday. 

Germany has until May 1 to meet 
the demands of the allies that the 
first installment in cash on the rep- 
frations bill be paid. It has been 
reported that France’ will insist 
upon the occupation: of additional 
German territory and other penal- 
— in the event of failure to com- 
ply. 

What steps Germany has taken to 
meet the Allied demands or to what 
extent new proposals regarding rep- 
arations have been prepared are not 
known here. From the urgent na- 
ture of the German appeal, it is the 
belief of some officials and diplo- 

mats that the Berlin Government 
found itself in an extreme position. 

In its first memorandum to the 
United States with respect to rep- 
arations, which was drawn on last 
March 24, Germany said she was 
ready to meet any proposal which 
appeared feasible “for the solution

FRENCH REGRET U.S. 
DID NOT SEND A 
“FLAT REFUSAL 


By the Associated Press: 

PARIS, April 22.—French official 
circles expressed disappointment to- 
day that the American reply to Ger- 
many’s request for mediation was 
not a categorical refusal. The regrets 
were mitigated, however, by satis- 
faction that the United States was 
displaying an active interest in the 
reparations question. 

The American answer is interpret- 
ed here only as an invitation to Ger- 
many to resume negotiations with | 
the allies. It is thought that the 
United States will not continue the 
conversation with Germany except in 
accord with the allies. Secretary of 
State Hughes is understood to have 
assured Ambassador Jusserand to 
this effect. 

Absolute confidence that “Amer- 
ica will do the right thing’’ was ex- 
pressed by newspapers here today. 
The Echo de Paris summed up this 
unanimous view by saying: ‘‘Panic- 
stricken because of the penalties, the 
effect of which they understand, the 
Germans seek shelter behind Amer- 
ican mediation. That is their last 
card, and after President Harding’s 
plain words regarding the right of 
France to full reparation for damage, 
the chances of German success ap- 
pear so feeble that to play it thus 
the German Government must see 
the game is pretty well up.” 


Simons to Answer Interpellations on 
Reparations Attitude Next Monday. 
By the associated Press, 

BERLIN, April 22.—Dr. Walter 
Simons, the Foreign Minister, an- 
nounced yesterday that he would 
answer interpellations in the Reichs- 
tag on the German reparations pro- 
posals and the manner in which 
they have been prepared on Monday 
or Tuesday. Until then, the Ger- 
man press and public have little 
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hope of getting the truth concerning 
the plans of the German Govern- 
ment and the attitude of the other 
governments, especially the United 
States. 

The situation has been much com- 
plicated by the opposition to Dr. Si- 
mons, which has been circulating 
reports that he would be forced to 
resign. Simons alone seems to have 
knowledge of what the final propo- 
sals will be. All the parties seem to 
be persuaded that France inevitably 
will order further occupation unless 
Germany offers acceptable  pro- 
posals. 


London Paper “‘Certain Harding Will 
Not Entangle Self.”

LONDON, April 22.—Comment in 
this morning’s newspapers on Ger- 
many’s appeal to President Harding 
for mediation in the reparations 
question is confined to the Daily Ex- 
press, which limits itself to saying: 

“It is certain President Harding 
will not entangle himself and his 
country without very clear assurance 
that such action would be approved.

“The 
board is against profiteering of all 
kinds, and if the investigation de- 
velops that there is profiteering in 
rentals, the Real Estate Exchange 
can be depended upon to do all 
within its power to correct the situ- 
ation. 

Wants Investigation First. 

“We believe that the investigation 
should go to the bottom of things 
and that there should be no snap 
judgment rendered. The first thing 
that should be determined is wheth- 
er an emergency really exists at 
present, especially before any steps 
are taken to control rental charges, 
either through legislation or other- 
wise. We must remember that the 
New York rent law, recently held 
constitutional by the Supreme Court, 
Was passed some time ago when an 
emergency really existed. 

“To make a haphazard investiga- 
tion or to act on snap. judgment 
would be disastrous at the present 
time and would only make condi- 
than improve 
them. There must not be any undue 
agitation unless based on true facts. 
It must be kept in mind that real 
estate investments must be allowed 
fair returns. There must not be a 
daniper placed on spring building. If 
building is not stimulated it cannot 
be expected that the house shortage 
situation will be remedied. We 
must exercise care in the inyvestiga- 
tion and in any subsequent action,

New Orders to the Police 
on Handling of Prisoners | 


HE following new rules re- 

garding the handling of pris- 

oners, issued to the Police 
Department by President Miller 
of the Police Board, are effect- 
ive at once: 

1. When a prisoner is booked 
he must be asked if there is any 
person he wishes notified of his 
arrest. The name of the person 
must be written on a memoran- 
dum slip and given to the com- 
manding officer of Central Sta- 
tion; or, in case the arrest is 
made by a member of headquar- 
ters force, then such request 
Shall be submitted to the Chief 
of Detectives or his assistant. 

2. The commanding officer or 
the Chief of Detectives, as the 
case may be, should make rea- 
sonable effort to communicate 
with the person named by the 
prisoner and give such person 
such information concerning the 
arrest as is proper. 

No Information Over Telephone. 


3. No information concerning 
a prisoner or his arrest shall be 
given over the telephone to any 
person under any circumstances. 
Persons requesting information 
regarding a prisoner or his ar- 
rest should be told to call at 
headquarters in person. 

4. No information concerning 
any prisoner or his arrest shall 
be given to any person except by 
order of the Chief of Police, 
commanding officer or Chief of 
Detectives. 

5. No person, except police 
officers, shall be permitted to 
stand or Joiter in the hallways 
or reception room for prisoners. 

6. No person, except police of- 
ficers, shall be permitted to talk 
to any prisoner while being 
booked. 

7. All books and records per- 
taining to prisoners and their 
arrest shall be under control of 
the desk sergeant, who shall not 
permit any person to examine 
same unless such person is con- 
nected with the Police Depart- 
ment, and has some good rea- 
son for examining them 

8. No person shall be per- 
mitted to see or talk to any 
prisoner except upon written 
permission from Chief of Po- 
lice, Chief of Detectives or com- 
manding officer of Central Dis- 
trict. 

9. No person connected with 
the Police Department shall 


give any information to any 
person at any time while off 
duty or on duty regarding any 
prisoner or his arrest. . 

10. No person, including law- 
yers and bondsmen, shall be al- 
lowed to talk to any prisoner at 
any time except in the presence 
of a commissioned police officer 
other than a turnkey, and such 
police officer, who listens to 
such conversation shall imme- 
diately report any suspicious 
conversation to his superior offi- 
cer. 

11. No food, other than reg- 
ular fare, shall be given to any 
prisoner. except upon  permis- 
sion of the commanding officer 
of Central District, Chief of Po- 
lice or Chief of Detectives. 

12. No person shall be re- 
leased from custody on bond or 
otherwise except upon the ap- 
proval of the commanding offi- 
cer of Central District, the Chief 
of Police or the Chief of Detec- 
tives. 


Reasonable Request to Be Granted. 


13. In case any prisoner in 
the holdover makes a request a 
memorandum of such request 
must be taken by the turnkey 
or prison guard and transmitted 
to the commanding officer of 
Central District, or the Chief of 
Police or the Chief of Detectives, 
and if such request is a reason- 
able one it should be granted. 

14. No member of the Police 
Department shall accept any 
money or other present from any 
prisoner or any person after be- 
ing released or from any bonds- 
man or lawyer. 

15. No information concern- 
ing property taken from a pris- 
oner shall be given to any bonds- 
man or lawyer or any other per- 
son. 

16. No unnecessary conver- 
sation shall be carried on with 
prisoners by any member of 
the Police Department. 

17. All persons charged 
with violation of traffic laws 
shall be permitted to sign their 
own bonds unless othérwise or- 
dered by the commanding offi- 
cer of Central District, of the 
Chief of Police, of the Chief of 
Detectives, and the desk ser- 
geant is authorized to release 
such persons without securing 
the approval of the Chief of Po- 
lice, the Chief of Detectives or 
the commanding officer of Cen- 
tral District.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The ap- 
pointment of Col. George Harvey as 
American Ambassador to Great 
Britain, confirmed by the Senate last 
week in executive session, was open- 
ly attacked and defended for four 
hours yesterday in one of the most 
remarkable and unusual sittings ever 
witnessed in the Senate chamber. 

Scarcely had Senators settled in 
their seats after the Senate had con- 
yened at noon, when Senator Harri- 
gon (Democrat) of Mississippi arose, 
reminded the Senate that he had 
sought to consider the Harvey nom- 
ination in open session, but had been 
blocked, and then launched into an 
attack on the new Ambassador and 
his appointment which, for vehe- 
mence, the Senate had not for years 
heard the equal. 

He described Harvey as “a creator 
of prejudice and a stirrer of strife’ 
self-anointed, 
accident,” and 
charged that the appointment would 
be regarded by “millions of patriotic 
Americans, regardless of party affili- 
ations, as a crowning&affront to the 
invalid who recently vacated the 
White House.” 

Republicans Confer. 

Republican Senators for a time sat 
aghast at the unusual speech of the 
Mississippi Senator. Then followed 
conferences, including several be- 
tween Senator Lodge of ‘Massachu- 
setts, the Republican leader, and 
Senator Brandegee of Connecticut, a 


. close personal friend of Mr. Harvey. 


Many of the Republican Senators left 
the chamber, while Democrats, as 


Senator Harrison proceeded, smiled 
and gave other evidences of their 


epproval. 

When Senator Harrison had con- 
cluded, and while the galleries, un-

An Approach to President Wilson 
Through Col. House. 

Y own views as to the rel- 

ative value of the settlement 

of an international controversy, 
which is by its nature justiciable, 
by a body of diplomats and of the 
settlement by a body of trained ju- 
rists were fully set forth in an ad- 
dress which I delivered before the 
American Bar Association at its an- 
nual meeting at Boston on Sept. 5, 
1919., An abstract from that 
address will show the radical differ- 
ence between the President’s views 
and mine. 

While atetract justice cannot 
(under present conditions) be de- 
pended upon as a firm basis on 
which to constitute an internation- 
al concord for the preservation of 
peace and good relations between 
nations, legal justice offers a com- 
mon ground where the nations can 
meet to settle their controversies. 
No nation can refuse in the face of 
the opinion of the world to deélare 
its unwillingness to recognize the 
legal rights of other nations or to 
submit to the judgement of an tm- 
Partial tribunal a dispute involv- 
ing the determination of such 
rights. The moment, however, that 
we g€0 beyond the clearly defined 
field of legal justice we enter the 
field of diplomacy where national! 
interests and ambitions are today 
the controlling factors of national 
action. Concession and compromise 
are the chief agents of diplomatic 
settlement instead of the impartial 
application of legal justicé which 
is essential to a judicial settlement. 
Furthermore, the two modes of set- 
tlement differ in that a judicial 
settiement rests upon the precept 
that all nations, whether great or 
small, are equal, but In the sphere 
of diplomacy the inequality of na- 
tions is not only recognized, but 
unquestionably influences the ad- 
justment of international differ- 
ences. Any change in the relative 
power of nations, a change which 
is continually taking place, makes 
more or less temporary diplomatic 
settlements, but In no way affects 
a judicial settlement. 

Legal Justice His Favored 

Agency. 

However, then. international so- 
clety may be organized for the fu- 
ture and whatever machinery may 
be set up to minimize the possibil- 
ities of war, I believe that the 
agency which may be counted upon 
to function with certainty is that 
which develops and applies legal 
justice. Every other agency, re- 
gardless of its form, will be found, 
when analyzed, to be diplomatic in 
character and subject to those im- 
pulses and purposes which general- 
ly affect diplomatic negotiations. 
With a full appreciation of the ad- 
vantage to be gained for the world 
at large through the common con- 
sideration of a vexatious interna- 
tional question by a body repre- 
senting all nations, we ought not 
to lose sight of the fact that such 
consideration and the action result- 
ing from it are essentially diplo- 
matic in nature. It is, in brief, the 
transference of a dispute in a par- 
ticular case from the capitals of 
the disputants to the place where 
the delegates of the nations as- 
semble to deliberate together on 
matters which affect their com- 
mon interests. It does not—and 
this we should understand—remove 
the question from the processes of 
diplomacy or prevent the influences 
which enter into diplomacy from 
affecting its consideration. Nor 
does it to an appreciable extent 
change the actual inequality which 
exists among nations in the matter 
of power and influence. 

On the other hand, justice applied 
through the agency of an impartial 
tribunal clothed with an interna- 
tional jurisdiction eliminates the 
diplomatic methods of compromise 
and concession and recognizes that 
before the law all nations are equal 
and equally entitled to the exercise 
of their rights as sovereign and in- 
dependent states. In a word, inter- 
national democracy exists in the 
sphere of legal justice and, up to 
the present time, in no other rela- 
tion between nations. 

Let us, then, with as little delay 
as possible, establish an interna- 
tional tribunal or tribunals of jus- 
tice with The Hague Court as a 
foundation; let us provide an easi- 
er, a cheaper, and better procedure 
than now exists: and let us draft 
a simple and concise body of legal 
principles to be applied to the ques- 
tions to be adjudicated. When that 
has been accomplished—and it ought 
not to be a difficult task if the del- 
egates of the Governments charged 
with it are chosen for their expe- 
rience and learning in the field of 
jurisprudence—we shall, in my 
judgment, have done more to pre- 
vent international wars through 

removing their causes than can be

| Reverting now to the draft of ar- 
ticles which I had in form on Jan. | 
(5, 1919, it must be borne in mind 
‘that I then had no reason to think 
that the President would omit from 
‘his plan an independent judicial 
agency for the administration of le- 
‘gal justice, although I did realize 
‘that he gave first place to the mu- 
|tual guaranty and intended to bufld 
|a league on that as a nucleus. It did 
|;not seem probable that an Amer- 
\ican, a student of the political insti- 
‘tutions of the United States and fa- 
| miliar with their operation, would 
‘fail to incorporate in any scheme 
‘for world organization a judicial 
‘system which would be free from 
ithe control and even from the in-| 
;fluence of the political and diplo- 
‘matic branch of the organization. 
'The benefit, if not the necessity, of 
;such a division of authority seemed 
'so patent that the omission of a pro- 
'vision to that effect in the original 
‘draft of the covenant condemned it 
to one who believed in the princi- 
‘ples of government which found ex- 
pression in American institutions. 
Fortunately the defect was in a 
measure cured before the commis- 
sion on the League of Nations for- 
mally met to discuss the subject, 
though not before the covenant had 
been laid before the American com- 
missioners. 

Only an Outline of Plan. 

The articles of a proposed con-! 
vention for the creation of an in- 
ternational organization were not 
intended, as I have said, to form a 
complete convention. They were 
suggestive only of the principal 
features of a plan which could, if 
the President desired, arouse discus- 
sion as to the right theory and the 
fundamental principles of the inter- 
national organization which there 
seemed little doubt would be de-| 
clared by the Paris conference. | 

Among the suggested articles there 
was none covering the subject of, 
disarmament, because the problem 
was highly technical, requiring the 
consideration of military and naval 
experts. Nor was there any refer- 
ence to the mandatory system, be- 
cause there had not been, to my 
[meaerneeee, any mention of it at 
that time in connection with the 
President’s plan, though Gen. Smuts 
had given it prominence in his pro- 
posed scheme. 


“Hands Off, Open Door and Pub- 
licity.”’ 


During the preparation of these 
suggestive articles I made a brief 
‘memorandum on the features, which 
seemed to me salient, of any inter- 
national agreement to prevent wars 
in the future, and which in my opin- 
ion ought to be in mind when draft- 
ing such an agreement. The first 
three paragraphs of the memoran- 
dum follow: 

“There are three doctrines which 
should be incorporated in the

JEFFERSON CITY, April 22.—The 
Board of Equalization met today to 
take up complaints of the several 
counties, but took a recess until 
10:30 a. m.

As a result of their 
Srowth the tooth structure is soft- 
ened, allowing the succeeding gener- 
ations of bacteria to penetrate fur- 
ther into the substance of the tooth. 

Much can be done to prevent this 
decay of the teeth, and this accumu- 
lation of germs, by brushing and 
cleaning the teeth regularly. Each 
child should be taught the proper 
use of the tooth brush, and the 
mother should train her child. to 
brush the teeth regularly after each 
meal. At the present time the prop- 
er use of the tooth brush is taught in 
many schools by means of the ‘‘tooth 
drill,” but this will help but little if 
the mother does not make sure that 
this teaching is actually applied in 
the home.
